SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The classification for this publication was reached by the consideration of the sexually 
arousing intention of the storyline. The scenario is about a male, in an authoritative 
guardian position, sexually manipulating the adolescent girl approximately (15 years) 
in his care. The graphic descriptions of the sexual activity emphasise the girl's youth 
and the man's authority throughout. In addition to this, the story contains a theme, told 
in a titillating fashion, which builds on the portrayal of the girl as being sexually 
insatiable. In this, the girl is repeatedly described engaging in, and fantasizing about 
so doing, sexual acts with the stallion on the farm. 

Because the story is considered to promote and to support the exploitation of young 
persons for sexual purposes in the first instance, and for promoting and supporting 
bestiality which forms a dominant part of the storyline, the text file is classified as: 
Objectionable. 
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
